To  the  Right  Honourable  The  Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Members  of  the  City  Council 

of  Cardiff. 

My  Lord  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Annual  Report  for  1917,  which  I have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you,  has  been 
considerably  reduced  in  volume.  The  conditions  which  rendered  this  reduction  necessary  in  the 
case  of  the  Report  for  1916  unfortunately  still  continue.  All  the  members  of  the  permanent  Staff 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  military  age  and  fit  for  Military  Service  have  been  called  up  for 
this  service  and  in  some  cases  their  places  have  been  temporarily  filled,  the  result  being  that  the 
routine  work  of  the  Department,  especially  the  clerical  work,  has  been  carried  on  under  difficulties. 
The  Local  Government  Board  have  issued  circular  letters  in  which  they  suggest  the  omission  of 
many  details  usually  inserted  in  Annual  Reports,  and  in  which  they  state  that,  having  regard  to 
the  necessity  for  strict  economy  in  the  use  of  paper  and  in  demands  on  printing  establishments, 
interim  reports  only  should  be  made  for  the  year  1917.  In  these  circumstances  this  Report  will 
contain  onlv  a brief  account  of  the  routine  administrative  work  and  an  abbreviated  statistical  rccoid. 

The  members  of  the  Staff  absent  on  Military  duty  comprise  one  of  the  Assistant  Medical 
Officers,  five  Sanitary  Inspectors,  one  Health  Visitor,  four  Clerks,  and  Van  Driver. 

As  a result  a temporary  re-arrangement  of  the  duties  of  the  remaining  members  of  the  Staff 
was  necessitated,  and  temporary  appointments  of  four  Clerks  were  made.

VITAL  STATISTICS. — The  statistics  in  this  report  are  based  upon  the  Registrar  General  s 
estimate  of  the  civil  population  of  Cardiff  for  the  middle  of  the  year  1917,  i.e.,  180,341.  The  popula- 
tion of  the  City  enumerated  at  the  Census  of  April,  1911,  amounted  to  182,259,  being  an  increase  of 
17,926  over  the  census  of  1901  (164,333).  The  increase  in  the  population  of  the  whole  City  during 
the  ten  years  ended  31st  March,  1911,  wras  at  the  rate  of  10-9  per  cent.  The  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  during  this  period  was  25,031.  The  number  of  births  amounted  to  50,853,  and  the  deaths 
to  25,822,  but  the  actual  increase  in  the  population  according  to  the  census  returns  was  17,926,  or 
a difference  of  7.105.  This  would  imply  a considerable  migration  of  population  from  the  City  to 
the  adjoining  districts  during  the  period  in  question.

BIRTHS. — During  the  year  1917  the  births  registered  in  the  City  numbered  3,684  ; of  these 
1,909  were  males  and  1,775  were  females.  The  nett  number  of  births  belonging  to  the  City  was 
3,635;  of  these  1,885  were  males,  and  1,750  females.  The  number  of  births  corresponded  to  an 
annual  birth-rate  of  18-5  per  1,000  persons  living.  During  the  ten  years  ended  1891,  the  birth-rate 
in  Cardiff  averaged  39-9  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  25-3,  the  average  rate  during  the  years 
1907-1916. 


The  following  table  gives  the  annual  number  of  births  and  the  birth-rates  in  Cardiff  in 
periods  since  1852,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  a considerable  decline  in  this  rate  has  taken 
place  during  recent  years.

DEATHS. — The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  at  all  ages  and  from  all  causes  in  the 
City  of  Cardiff  during  the  year  1917  amounted  to  2,464,  including  non-residents  who  died  within  the 
district.  If  corrected  by  the  subtraction  of  non-residents  who  died  in  public  instittitions  in  Cardiff, 
and  by  the  addition  of  residents  who  died  in  institutions  outside  the  City,  the  number  is  2,433, 
corresponding  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  13-4. 

From  Table  VIII.  it  will  be  seen  that  a continuous  decline  in  the  death-rate  has  taken 
place  since  these  rates  were  first  recorded  in  1852-1861,  when  the  mean  rate  for  the  ten  years  reached 

29-2  per  1,000.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. — The  2,433  deaths  from  all  causes  included  139  from  the 
principal  infections  diseases.  This  number  was  equal  to  an  inclusive  death-rate  from  these  diseases 
of  0-77  per  1,000  persons  living,  as  compared  with  0-92  the  rate  in  1910.  and  with  1-39  the  average 
rate  for  the  ten  years  1907-1916.

SCARLET  FEVER. — Three  deaths  were  registered  from  scarlet  fever  during  the  year 
1917,  being  equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  0-01  per  1,000  persons  living,  as  compared  with  0-03 
the  rate  in  1916,  and  with  0-06,  the  average  rate  in  the  ten  years  1907-1916.

— This  Act,  which  was  adopted  in  1908, 
provides  for  the  notification  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  every  birth  within  the  City  by  the 
father,  if  residing  in  the  house  where  the  birth  takes  place,  and  by  any  person  in  attendance  upon 
the  mother  at  the  time  of,  or  within  six  hours  after,  the  birth.  The  notification  must  be  given  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  within  thirty-six  hours  after  birth.

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901.— Under  Section  132  of  the  Factory  and  Work- 
shop Act,  1901,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  required  in  his  annual  report  to  deal  specifically 
with  the  administration  of  the  Act  (so  far  as  the  matters  under  the  charge  of  the  Sanitary  Authority 
are  concerned),  and  to  send  a copy  of  this  report  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  Inspectors  of  Workshops  made  altogether  1,597  visits  of  inspection  to  factories, 
workshops,  etc.,  during  the  year.  122  notices  regarding  nuisances  or  sanitary  defects  were  served 
and  105  notices  were  complied  with.

— The  general  sanitary  inspection  of  the 
district,  inspection  of  factories,  and  workshops,  inspection  of  shops  under  the  Shops  Acts, 
inspection  of  seamen’s  and  common  lodging  houses,  the  inspection  of  meat  and  other  food  in  shops 
and  stores,  and  the  taking  of  samples  for  analysis  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  were 
carried  out  during  the  year  1917  by  Mr.  S.  Evans,  Chief  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  with  the  assistance 
of  nine  Assistant  Inspectors.
